Byron  Janis,  American  pianist  who  has 
been  hailed  on  three  continents  as  one  of  the 
distinguished  artists  of  the  time,  will  be  the 
next  number  on  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity-Community Concert  series  Thursday  in 
the  Smith  Auditorium.  Students  will  be  ad- 
mitted with  activity  cards. 

JANIS,  WHO  in  the  past  three  seasons 
has  achieved  great  artistry,  was  invited  last 
fall  to  play  in  the  Soviet  Union.  He  is  the 
first  American  pianist  to  appear  there  under 
the  Cultural  Exchange  Program  after  Van 
Cliburn.  He  played  recitals  in  Moscow,  Len- 
ingrad, Kiev,  Minsk  and  other  cities. 

He  will  play  45  concerts  during  the  1960- 
61  season  including  solo  appearances  with 
the  Boston,  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles, 
Pittsburgh,  and  Minneapolis  symphony  orch- 
estras. 

THE  PIANIST  was  born  in  McKeesport, 
Penn.  He  played  his  first  public  recital  in 
. Pittsburgh’s  Carnegie  Hall  when  nine  years 
old.  Following  this  he  was  sent  to  New  York 
City  for  further  study  and  became  student 
of  Samuel  Chotzinoff  and  later  Vladimir  Hor- 
owitz. He  played  his  first  recital  in  Carnegie 
Hall  in  1948. 


Y Engineers  Prepare  Exhibits  for  Openhouses 


Many  displays  and  working 
exhibits  of  the  modern  scienti- 
fic wonders  -of  everyday  life  will 
be  demonstrated  on  campus  Fri- 
day and  Saturday. 

PROJECTS  built  and  operat- 
ed by  student  engineers  will  be 
display  in  observance  of 
BYU  Engineering  Week,  “Con- 
quest of  the  Future.”  The  pub- 
lic has  been  invited  to  open- 
houses  in  the  Engineering  Bldg. 
Friday  from  1 to  8 p.m.  and  Sat- 
urday from  10  a.m.  to  5 p.m. 

Forty  thousand  volts  will  tra- 
vel across  the  surface  of  a man’s 
body  without  giving  him  a singe 
burn  in  one  electrical  en- 
gineering display.  In  the  demon- 
stration an  engineer  will  touch 
metal  rod  to  a spark  being 
thrown  from  a Teslacoil,  and  the 
current  will  light  a fluorescent 
tube  in  his  other  hand. 

ELECTRICAL  engineers  will 
also  display  a cantilever  beam, 
which  registers  the  amount  of 
stress  and  strain  on  an  object; 
and  chemical  engineers  will 


have  an  extraction  column  on  j 
exhibit.  The  extraction  column ; 
is  the  device  which  separates ! 
one  chemical  substance  from  an- 1 
other  when  more  than  one  sub- ! 
stance  is  in  solution.  i 

Mechanical  engineers  also 
have  been  scrubbing  their  dis- 
plays and  machinery  for  the 
openhouses.  They  will  demon- 
strate a writing  machine,  which 
writes  “BYU  M E”  by  means  of 
a cam  assembly,  which  directs 
the  pen.  A bicycle  which  is  kept 
upright  by  a gyroscope  and  is 
run  by  remote  control  will  also 
be  shown. 

A TABLE  and  tanks  to  study 
the  characteristics  of  water  and 
waterflow  will  be  part  of  the 
civil  engineering  display.  Tanks 
are  set  up  with  a miniature  wa- 
terfall and  stream  bed  so  the 
student  engineers  can  analyze 
water  profiles  and  shapes. 

A materials  testing  machine 
which  can  stretch  and  finally 
pull  apart  metals  will  also  be 
displayed  by  civil  engineers.  The 


machine  tests  tensile  (pull) 
strength  and  compression  and 
records  stress-strain  results  on  a 
chart.  Sixty  tons  or  120,000 
pounds  of  pressure  can  be  ex- 
erted on  the  metal  by  the  ma- 
chine. 

OTHER  Engineering  Week 
features  have  included  a lecture 
by  Robert  Weight,  engineer  with 


the  Bechtel  Corporation;  a de- 
votional message  by  Dr.  Henry 
Eyring,  dean  of  the  graduate 
school  and  professor  of  chemis- 
try at  the  University  of  Utah; 
and  displays  of  rockets  from  Hill 
Field.

Capsule  Flight 
Safe  for  Man 

CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Feb.  21 
(UPI) — A one-ton  capsule  of  the 
type  expected  to  carry  an  Ameri- 
can into  space  this  year  success- 
fully flew  1,425  miles  down  the 
Atlantic  missile  range  today  in  a 
rugged  flight  that  scientists  said 
a human  astronaut  would  have 
survived. 

The  capsule,  lofted  by  a 
beefed-up  Atlas  rocket,  soared 
107  miles  into  space,  then  made 
a blazing  plunge  tliree  times  as 
severe  as  a normal  flight  would 
have  been.  The  shot  took  the 
capsule  over  the  range  in  18 
minutes. 

It  was  planned  as  the  roughest 
test  the  space  craft  may  ever 
j have  to  face,  and  Project  Mer- 
cury Director  Robert  R.  Gilruth 
said,  “on  the  basis  of  what  we 
know  so  far,  the  answer  is  yes, 
a man  would  have  survived.” 

GILRUTH  also  said  indications 
I were  the  cabin  pressure  re- 
mained normal.  The  capsule  wag 
recovered  by  a helicopter  less 
than  an  hour  after  the  firing.

system  of  throwing  an  opponent 
to  the  ground  and  keeping  him 
there. 

A more  lethal  form  of  hand-to- 
hand  fighting  is  known  as  ka- 
rate. It  had  its  beginnings  cen- 
turies ago  in  China,  was  devel- 
oped in  Okinawa  and  systemized 
in  Japan.  It  is  designed  to  kill  or 
maim,  yet  karate  men  are  nearly 
always  mild,  quiet  men. 

A KARATE  player  is  taught 
to  avoid  all  fighting  if  possible. 
It  has  been  a point  of  pride  with 
some  karate  masters  that  never 
during  their  lives  did  they  fight 
in  earnest. 

The  powerful  effects  of  judo 
and  karate  blows  comes  not  from 
sheer  strength,  but  is  due  to 
blinding  speed  and  focus,  or  the 
concentration  of  maximum  force 
on  the  smallest  possible  area. 

FOR  THIS  reason,  a part  of 
the  training  of  the  judo  and 
karate  player  consists  of  split- 
ting bricks,  boards  and  rocks 
with  the  bare  hands.
